Culpepper Asserts He Will 
Have Over 100 Votes, 
While Holder Says He Has

WHY BURWELL WAS BEATEN. 


When William H. Burwell, rep- 
resentative from Hancock county, 
last night formally announced his 
withdrawal from the race for the 
speakership, he authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The only statement I have to 
make is that the reason I was not 
alected is because I didn’t get enough 
votes.” 


For the first time in a number of 
years the house of representatives was 
compelled Wednesday to adjourn on tne 
first day of the seesion of the general 
assembly without having perfected an 


o-ganization, 1 o’clock, the hour of ail- 
tomatic adjournment, having arrived 
before a deadlock in the speakership 
balloting could be broken. 

William H. Burwell, of Hancock, who 
led the race on the first ballot Wed4d- 
nesday morning, but lost steadily on 
subsequent ballots, withdrew from the 
race after adjournment of the house. 
Tnis action of Mr. Burwell will leave 
the race between John N. Holder, of 
Jackson, and Nathan Culpepper, of Meri- 
~ wether, when tHe house reconvenes 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. Mr. | 
Holder had a lead of 24 votes over Mr. 
Cu)pepper on the last ballot Wednesday, 
though Mr. Culpepper’s strength was 
such that heavy recruiting from the 
Burwell forces might possibly elect 
rim. 

Statements by Candidates. 

Both of the remaining candidates 
for the speakership held caucuses at 
the Kimball house last night, and were 


_ SPie"folowing statement wes issucd 
by Mr. Holder: 

“We have tried to be accurate in 
any claims all along. Im our forecast 
last night, we claimed 77 votes. I re- 
ceived 78 on the last ballot. We esti- 
mated the votes of the other gentie- 
men almost aa closely. 

“Tonight I claim that I will be elect- 
ed by a good majority tomorrow morn- 
ing. There is no doubt about the re- 
sult. I will be the next speaker. Sev- 
eral days ago I stated that I would 
have no hard feelings against my op- 
ponents or their supporters. I have 
said nothing derogatory about any of 
the opposition, and it has been highly 
gratifying to me to receive the pledges 
this afternoon and tonight of a large 
number of gentlemen who have been 
against me, Dut who are now in posi- 
tion to vote fur me. The tide is run- 
ning strong for me.” . 

Mr. Culpepper, in a statement which 
foliows, is equally as certain of victory 
as is Mr. Holder: 

“Since the withdrawal of Hon. Wil- 
liam H. Burwell from the race for 
speaker,” said Mr. Oulpepper, “leaving 
his supporters unpledged to support 
the canadidate of their choice, my head- 
quarters have been visited by a large 
majority of the former supporters of 
Mr. Burwell and 1 am absolutely cer- 
tain of victory, and, with pledges in 
hand, ll have over 100 votes, which 
will me the next speaker.” 

A majority of the members present is 
necessary to elect, which majority, in 
event all members are present, would 
be 95.

Woman suffrage in municipal elec- 
tions was urged by the charter reviston 
committee of council yesterday and a 
resolution calling upon the general as- 
sembly to give women the vote in cities 
in all municipal elections received a fa- 
vorable report and will be submitted to 


council next Monday. 

The resolution, which was introduced 
by Alderman C. H. Kelley, is as fol- 
lows: 

Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta as foliows: 

1. That the general assembly, at ‘its ap- 
proaching session, be, and it is hereby, re- 
quested to have prepared an act providing 
for the submission to a vote of the people of 
this state a constitutional amendment 
whereby the right of suffrage may be given 
to women to vote in cities in all municipal 
elections, having the same rights therein as 
men. 

2. That a copy of this resolution be for- 
warded to the senators from the district and 
the representatives from the counties in 
which the city of Atlanta is located by the 
clerk of council, with the request that they 
use their best endeavors to have same 
passed at said approaching session. 

Those signing the favorable report 
were Alderman Kelley, Alterman Jonas; 
H. Ewing and Councilman J. C. Little. 
Councilman A. J. Orme signed the ad-, 
verse report. Alderman J. R. Sea- 
wright and Councilman J. N. Landers 
were not present at the meeting, but 
will be given an opportunity to sign 
the resolution some time today. 

“I believe in giving the women a 
chance,” was the statement made by 
Alderman Kelley in submitting the res- 
olution to the charter revision com- 
mittee.

BG BASE HOSPITAL 
AT FT, MPHERSON 


The War Department Is 
Now Planning Sweeping 
Changes at Post—Dispo- 
sition of Seventeenth Not 
Known. | 


| 


Fort McPherson is to be _ trans- 
formed from its present character and 
a large base hospital created there, if 
the present plans of the war depart- 
ment are carried out. The barracks 
and equipment now used by the Sev- 
enteenth infantry will be arranged for 
the reception of the sick. 

The proposed changes will have ho 
effect on officers’ training camps at 
the fort, it is believed. 

According to Lieutenant Colonel 
Pratton, in charge of the present post 
hospital, ~ instructions have been re- 
ceived from Washington to make the 
necessary preparations for the con- 
version of the post, as the tentative 
Plans call for the creation of the hos- 
pital by the time the concentration 
camp at Silver Lake opens in Septem- 
ber. In accordance with thesé orders 
work has already been begun un some 
new buildings which will be required 
in addition to the permanent brick 
barrack buildings now being used dy 
the troops. The new work is tem- 
porary construction and some of thé 
houses are nearing completion. 

It is uncertain what wiil be done 
with the Seventeenth. The men will 
have to go into cantonments or under 
canvas, but the exact disposition of 
the regiment is not known. 

Colonel Bratton. recalled the fact 
that a similar hospital was established 
at the post during the Spanish war. The 
central location and ideal climate have 
always made Atlanta the logical place 
for a base hospital. The McPherson 
base will probably be one of several 
throughout the country. Another is 
contemplated at Fort Oglethorpe, nea*™ 
Chattanooga. At first they will take 
the cases from the big camps of the 
new armies, but it is not unlikely that 
as the war progresses soldiers who 
have been permanently injured, or who 
have sustained wounds requiring a long 
convalescence, will be sent back to 
these hospitals from France. 

Indications are that work will soon 
be commenced upon the permanent 
brigade hospital building, for which 
$90,000 has been appropriated. The 
plans for this building, which is dis- 
tinct from the emergency base, and will 
continue as the brigade hospital after 
the war, are already in the office of 
the surgeon general. The location has 
been chosen on the knoll in the rear of 
the officers’ quarters, and will make an 
excellent site for a permanent hospital.

‘Davis 


Will Hold 
As Federal Marshal 
Over Hardwick’s Protest 


Seems That the Good Rec- 
ord of the Southern Dis- 
trict Marshal Will Save 
Him From Hardwick’s Ax.

Washington, June 27.—(Special.)—It 
seems to be generally conceded that 
United States Marshal Joseph A. Davis, 
of the southern district of Georgia, 
will not be superseded in response to 
the demand of Senator Hardwick, of 
Georgia, who has.recommended R. A. 
Kelley, of Tennille, Washington county, 
for the place. 

Mr. Kelley has been an ardent polit- 
ical supporter of Senator Hardwick, liv- 
ing in the same county with him, and 
it has been generally reported here 
for several months that he had been 
agreed upon as the man who would be 
urged by the senator as the successor 
of Marshal Davis. 

Encounters Davia’ Record. 

It seems, however, that the senator 
had not calculated upon the admirable 
record made by the United States mar- 
shal for the southern district of Geor- 
gia, the record of Marshal Davis pbe- 
ing one of the best in the entire list 
of marshals in the service of the Unit- 
ed States. :

New York, June 27.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Again the operations along the 
western front in France are being car- 
ried out mainly by the artillery wings 
of the belligerents. The infantry ac- 
tivity, what little there is of it, is by 
patrol parties in which only small bits 
of territory have been attacked. In 
one of these minor attacks the Ca- 
nadians have occupied another trench 
astride the Lens—Arras road, but in an 
attempt to bite farther into the Lens 
sector they were repulsed, according 
to the German war office. 

Reciprocal. .bombardments of con- 
siderable intensity continue to prevail 
along the Aisne front and in the Cham- 
bagne. There also has been a renewal 
of the big gun fire in the Avocourt 
sector, northwest of Verdun. 

In the Asiago pleateau zone of the 
Austro-Italian theater, the Austrian ars 
tillery has shattered positions taken 
recently. by the Italians and reoccupied 
them. The fighting was on Monte Or- 
tigara and the Austrians assert that 
they captured more than 1,800 prison- 
ers. 

The Rome war office in admitting the 
withdrawal of the Italians says that 
the destroyed positions afforded no 
shelter.to the Italians from the mur- 
derous fire of the Austrian artillery. 

Lively fighting continues between 
the Russians and Austro-Germans on 
the eastern front, narticularly®In Ga- 
licia south of -the Tarnopol railway 
and along the Narayuvka river. 

The operations on the Macedonian 
front continue of minor importance and 
there is nothing to be gleaned from 
the official reports of the belligerents 
to indicate that a general engagement 
is brewing. There have, however, been 
several smart skirmishes and one at-.} 
tack by the enemy, preceded by a vio- 
lent bombardment against the French 
positions.

Without Word eof Publication. 

Announcement of the sending of the 
force under General Pershing was 
made May 18.

trains over the land. 

Great shipments of war supplies be- 
gan to assemble at the embarkation 
ports. Liners suddenly were taken off 
their regular runs with no announce- 
ment. A great armada was made ready, 
supplied, equipped as transports, loaded 
with men and guns and sent to sea, 
and all with virtually no mention from 
the press. 

The navy bears its full share in the 
achievement. From the time the troop 
ships left their docks and headed to- 
ward sea, responsibility for the lives 
of their thousands of men rested upon 
the officers and crews of the fighting 
ships that moved beside thém or swept 
free the sea lanes before them. As they 
pushed on toward where German sub- 
marines lay in wait, every precaution 
that trained minds of the navy could 
devise was taken. 

While his troops were embarking or 
steaming toward their destination, 
General Pershing and his staff, supple- 
mented by a special corps of general 
staff officers, have ‘been busy in ance 
preparing the way for the new army. 
The camp sites have been selected, the 
details of the final training have been 
worked out and the questions of sup- 
ply and transportation lines studied. 
Regiments of the national army, com- 
posed of railway workers and engi- 
neers, will aid in that work. They, too, 
have been created in a few weeks’ time. 

The war department has no an- 
)nouncement to make ag to General 
Pershing’sa disposition of his forces. 
Presumably that has been left to him 
to decide in conference with the French 
general staff, and with officials of the 
British army. The American troops 
will be an independent force co-oper- 
ating with the allies. It has been — * 
gested that the Americans might be 
placed between the French and British 
forces as a connecting link, but the 
exigencies of the planned campaigns 
will govern that question.

In rewriting and extending the bill, 
the committee adopted a new amend- 
gent aimed to prevent government em- 
Ployees or officers from selling their 
Own materials to the government. 

It declares it to be unlawful “for any 
person acting either as voluntary or 
paid agent or employee of the govern- 
ment in any capacity, including an ad- 
visor capacity to any commission, 
board or council, to attempt to pro- 
cure or make any contract for the pur- 
chase of any supplies for the use of thé 
government, either from himself, from 
any firm of which he is a member or 
corporation of which he is an officer 
er stockholder or in which he has any 
financial interests,” under penalties of 
@ $10,000 fine and five years’ imprison- 
ment. 

The proposed balnket power for gov- 
ent requisition provides: 
he president is authorized to 
sition food, Peeds, fuels and other 
supplies necessary to the support of 
the army or the maintenance of the 
navy, or any other public use connected 
wit the common defense.” Under

These books were organized 
for distribution among the _ training 
camps and many a Tommy Atkins said 
that the books thus sent were one of 
the things that, carried him through 
those trying day's in training and when 
later in the trenches did much to dis- 
tract his mind from the terribleness of 
war.

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THE STATE AND FEDERAL AID. 


Incidental to the delay Georgia is expe- 
riencing in getting the benefit of the fed- 
eral post-roads appropriation, not a dollar 
of which has been expended upon the roads 
of this state while such work as it contem- 
plates is going ahead in other states; and 
incidental to the suggestion that the trouble 
has been occasioned at least in part by 
Georgia’s inadequate laws on the subject, 
The Constitution some days ago wrote a 
letter direct to Hon. L. W. Page, federal

Many of the women have insisted that 
the university trustees open the university 
to men and women alike just as has been 
done in most other state universities. This 
was recommended by the trustees a year 
ago, but the general assembly refused to 


sanction the principle of co-education at the 


state university, In which The Constitution 
believes a mistake was made. 

The trustees have now recommended 
that a separate institution be established at 
Athens to be operated in close conjunction 
with the state university, and yet apart from 
it, just as Barnhart College is operated in 
connection with Columbia University and 
yet is distinct from it, and as Radcliffe Col- 
lege is in close touch with and yet not a 
part of Harvard University. 

‘In this way those women of the state 
who are seeking higher education can enjoy 
the full privileges of the university organi- 
zation and at comparatively little extra ex- 
pense. 

The measure is well worth the serious 
consideration of the general assembly, and 
if it becomes a law it will mean another step 
forward in granting to our women just and 
reasonable opportunities that have been 80 
long denied them by the state. 


CONVENTIONS AS USUAL. 

In counseling against curtailment, can- 
cellation or postponement of any conven- 
tions planned to be held in the United 
States, 100 of which are scheduled for At- 
lanta during the current year, the national 
association of convention bureaus is pur- 
suing the proper course. 

In times like the present, when the na- 


tion is surcharged with the war spirit with 
its supreme tax upon human emotions, its 
excitements alternating with reaction in the 
form of depression, more than under any 
other conditions is it good for the whole 
country for men and women to gather to- 
gether from all points of the compass and 
“talk things over,” swap views and ideas 
and discuss matters of common, social and 
business interest, 

As the association has aptly expressed it 
in a recent bulletin— 


If ever conventions, business and com- 
mercial, were necessary to be held, thaté 
time is today when united thought and 
effort is so essential and necessary to ac- 
compl?sh the end to which this entire 
country is looking, as one man—a world 
democracy. Such a condition cannot be 
brought about without the aid of the 
“masses.” Can one suggest a better way 
to secure the aid of this important por- 
tion of our people than by holding con- 
ventions of commercial, industrial and 
fraternal organizations, making the pro- 
gram of each convention a a zantoas dem- 
onstration? 


At this time it is more than ever neces- 
Sary that the north should know the south, 
the south the north; the east the west, and 


vice versa—and that the people of each and 
every section of the country should co-min- 
gle and fraternize with those of the others, 
the result being a closer relationship, a 
better and a broader understanding upon 
the part of the whole people and a more 
perfect unification of the nation’s resources, 
commercial, intellectual and spiritual. 

In some parts of the country, particularly 
in the east, according to the association’s 
bulletin, certain organizations have post- 
poned, or are considering the postponement 
of, their 1917 conventions, upon the mis- 
taken grounds that the money expended in 
conventions is an extravagance that should 
be avoided in a time when the country is 
in peril and finds it necessary to husband to 
the last degree its available resources. 

If the money spent in conventions were 
dropped into the deep sea, destroyed by fire 
or buried in the earth for the duration of 
the war, that argument would have some 
weight; but it is not. It is simply put into 
circulation, made to do what money is sup. 
posed to do and what money should do, i. e., 
keep the arteries of business pulsating full 
of rich, red blood. 

As a matter of fact, there could be no 
surer way of injuring and weakening the 
country than for the people, in war hysteria 
and inspired by false notions of patriotism, 
to foreswear diversions, recreations and 
jollity, and to padlock their purses against 
expenditures other than for bare necessities. 

The way to strengthen the country, on 
the other hand, is for us to go about our 
affairs sanely, as light-heartedly as possible, 
and try, at least, to act as though nothing 
were amiss with the world—deadly in ear- 
nest, meanwhile, of course, to do whatever 
the demands of the country may require of 
us to meet any emergency and stand ever 
willing to make any sacrifice which the 
winning of the war might entail.

streets. Apparently, these houses are of a 
cheaper character than those that were de- 
stroyed. I am corstrained to make a& sug- 
gestion for the benefit. of the city at large. 

The fire has presented a condition cov- 
ering a large territory in the city which, in 
my opinion, calls for the most serious con- 
sideration. The wisest counsel ‘should be 
invoked for the good of everybody, not only 
the owners of property in the district burned, 
but citizens generally. 

Atlanta has grown by haphazard from 
step to step, in many cases the blind leading 
the blind, and we have na ‘conglomeration 
which should be considered with a view to 
the vast improvements which mast. occur 
in. future in a large city.

MRS. COBB HONORED 
BY U. S. ASSOCIATION 
OF LAW LIBRARIES 


Mrs. Maud Barker Cobb, state librarian, 
was elected treasurer of the American As- 
sociation of Law Libraries at the recent an- 
nual meeting in Louisville, Ky., of the Amer- 
ican Library association, and the two affili- 
ating associations, the American Association 
of Law Libraries and the National Associa- 
tion of State Librarians. 

Mrs. Cobb returned yesterday afternoon 
from Louisville, having contributed to the 
program of the American Association of Law 
Libraries a paper entitled “Law and Legis- 
lative Reference and Parts of the State,” 
which was highly praised. by the press of 
Louisville. 

Seen by a correspondent of The Constitu- 
tion soon after her arrival, Mrs. Cobb stat- 
ed that the annual meetings was one of 
great interest, partaking of much of the pa- 
triotic spirit which expresses itself through 
any national body assembling today. 

“J feel stimulated by the activities of the 
convention, which assembled many of the 
brainiest men and women of the country, 
and by their reports of the stridgse being 
made in the American libraries, and especial- 
ly in state libraries,” she said. “The pro- 
gram of the three affiliafing associations is 
designed to cover every phase of library de- 
velopment, not only in the matter of the 
greater libraries, state libraries and the en- 
dowed institutions, but in relation to the 
smaller libraries in all sections.” 

Asked about the attendance from south- 
ern library associations Mrs. Cobb stated 
there was not a large attendance, and that 
women were in the minority, especially those 
representing state libraries, 

“That, however, is not from a lack of 
interest on the part of southern librarians, 
I should say, but because in very few south- 
ern states are the expenses of state libra- 
rians paid to these annual conventions to 
which students of library work would flock 
as they would to an annual university,” said 
Mrs. Cobb. 

“For instance, I should like to go to 
all of these annual meetings, as the benefit 
I derive is eo great and the inspiration is 
something I can bring back and impart to 
my work, but I cannot afford to go unless 
the place of meeting is near home, because 
I must pay my Own expenses. 

“The expenses of state librarians from 
the north, east.and west are paid, and they 
go each year, following up the inspirational 
messages brought by library specialists from 
all parts of the world. 

“There is no amount of study or research 
work which can equal the information which 
can be obtained at one of these annual meet- 
ings. : id 

“They summarize in the various sessions 
what is being accomplished the world. over 
in library development, and bring to discuss 
questions still undecided in library propa- 
aganda men ahd women representing the 
pest scholarship and efficiency the country 
pr uces.”

Following the action of the trustees of 
the State university in agreeing to rec- 
ommend that the general assembly authorize 
the trustees. to take over the Lucy Cobb 
institute, at Athens, “for the purpose of en- 
abling the trustees to offer to the female 
students of Georgia equal opportunities and 
facilities for higher education in the univer- 
sity in such a way and manner as said trus- 
tees may determine,” Representatives Brown 
and DuBose, of Clarke county, will introduce 
today in the house of representagives an act 
authorizing the trustees of the university to 
proceed accordingly. 


What the Act Provides. 


The title of the act is embodied in the 
quotation above and its provisions are as 
follows: ; 

Section 1 provides that “whereas, the trus- 
tees of the University of Georgia desire to 
offer to female students equal opportunities 
as are now afforded the male students in 
said university for higher education; and, 

ereas, the trustees and owners of the 
lands, buildings and equipment of the Lucy 


Cobb institute, located in the city of Athens, 


ve offered to donate to ‘the state and 
said trustees, for the purpose of the high- 
ér education of women, the lands, buildjngs 
and equipment of saigq Lucy Cobb institute 
frée from any lien or incumbrance whatever, 
and the trustees of the university have by 


‘resolution accepted said gift and grant sub- 


ject to the approval of the » Keseee assembly;

If the general assembly enacts this meas- 
ure the university trustees will at once. pro« 
ceed to make arrangements to establish the 
Lucy Cobb institute as a branch of the, State 
university with the full facilities afforded 
by the university proper. 

It is understood that the Federation’ of 
Women’s Clubs of the state will get Bathe: 
behind the measure. 

If the measure is enacted the pecpiy of 
the city of Athens will free the Lucy Cobb 
institute from all encumbrances and turn the 
property over in fee simple to the state.

U. S. Highway Head Suggests 
Changes in ‘State Road Laws 


Office U. 8. Director Public Roads and 
Rural Engineering, Washington, D. C., June 
24, 1917. 

Editor Constitution: Your letter of May 
25, inclosing that’portion of The Constitu- 
tion of May 265 which contained a report of 
my interview with Mr. Corrigan and an edi- 
torial by you, was duly received. 

I have noted very carefully the contents 
of your letter, and especially the suggestion 
that if I think additional legislation is nec- 
essary in Georgia that I specifically indi- 
cate the changes deemed desirable. I do 
not feel that I should undertake at this time 
to suggest what action your state legisla- 
ture should take without having first made 
@ very careful study of the whole situation. 
First of all, the legislature must be made to 
realize that the road problems of today can- 
not be. successfully solved under the old 
methods of road administration. The state 
of New-Jersey, which was the first state to 
adopt a really systematic method for doing 
its road work, has accomplished much inthe 
way of highway improvement, but even it 
has found itself confronted with the neces- 
sity of revising its road laws to meet mod- 
ern traffic conditions, and a commission was 
authorized by the legislature to investigate 
and report. The redult was the enactment 
of a new highway law by the legislature at 
ite recent session. A similar commission 
is at work on a revision of the highway 
laws of the state of Massachusetts, and 
through the medium of similar commissions 
the road laws of the states of Illinois, New 
York and Ohio have been revised within the 
last few years to place them abreast of the 
times. Probably the best way for Georgia 
to intelligently revise its road laws would 
be for the legislature to appoint a commis- 
sion to make a study of the question, and 
report, with recommendations, at its next 
session. If such commission were to be ap- 
pointed I should be glad to give it the bene- 
fit of every assistance which this office could 
render. 

Road legislation in any state, to be com- 
prehensive and fully effective, will naturally 
divide itself into two very closely related 
parts: First, that part which will * deal 
with the etate and its jurisdiction and par- 
ticipation; and, second, that part which will 
deal with the counties or other local subdi- 
visions and their jurisdiction and participa- 
tion.'. There are certain fundamental princi- 
ples which should be embodied in each part. 

The state jurisdiction and participation 
should be definite, adequate to its purposes, 
and accompanied by provision for an organ- 
ization and state funds with which to exer- 
cise its jurisdiction. The organization of a 
state highway department should be such as 
to eliminate, as far as practicable, political 
influences. This end can probably best be 
accomplished by having a partially ex-offi- 
cio and partially appointive state highway 
commission, either non-paid or paid only a 
nominal compensation, with reimbursement 
for expenses officially incurred. The duties 
of such commission should be to shape the 
policy of the state highway department and 
to select a state highway engineer on whom 
would be imposed the active duties of the de- 
partment. The state highway engineer 
should be selected purely on the basis of his 
qualifications for the office. He should 
hold office during the pleasure of the state 
highway commission and should be paid a 
salary to be fixed by the state highway com- 
mission in such sum as might be necessary 
to secure the services of a thoroughly com- 
petent man. The success or failure of the 
state highway department will largely de- 
pend on the efficiency of the state highway 
engineer. In so far as the state constitu- 
tion will permit, the state highway depart- 
ment, through the state highway engineer, 
should have power to let contracts and to 
supervise road construction work, and, if 
necessary, to initiate road improvements in 
the several counties, and to maintain or su- 
pervise the maintenance of all roads built 
with the aid of state funds. Also, if con- 
stitutionally permissible, the cost of road 
construction work in which the state might 
participate should be jointly borne by the 
state and the county, and a similar division 
of the cost of maintenance might be applied. 

It is realized, however, that the sugges- 
tions contained in the two sentences next 
above are probably prohibited by the consti- 
tution of Georgia. In addition to the funda- 
mental provisions above suggested, an effi- 
cient state highway law would, of course, 
embody other equally wonpesary ancillary 
features. 

The law relating to the jurisdiction and 
participation of counties or other local po- 
litical subdivisions should seek to have as 
few road officials as possible, congistent with 
efficiency; to eliminate all petty political 
influences; and to require that highway work 
be done under competent engineering super- 
vision. Each county should have a compe- 
tent road engineer, if its population, taxable 
valuation, and road mileage is sufficient to 
justify the employment of such engineer. 
Where a county is not able to employ an 


“engineer by itself, provision might be made 


whereby two or more counties might togeth- 
er employ the services of a competent engi- 
neer, each paying a just portion of his sal- 
ary. This need for skilled engineering on 
the part of counties may be met to quite 
a large extent through the state highway 
department in the way of advice and engi- 
neering assistance. However, it would be 
impossible for the state highway @epartment 
to completely meet this requirement for all 
of the counties. There should be a uniform 
system of accounting by which all road ex- 
penditures shoula be kept. This system of 
accounting should be prescribed and enforced 
by the state highway department in co-opera- 
bats with the proper state official or offi-

Dr. Mikell also received a call to a 
prominent Episcopal church in New Or- 
leans, which he declined at the insist- 
ence of the people of his diocese. 

Dr. Mikell is the youngest of eight 
children, hiving been born two or three 
months after the sudden death of his 
father, a prominent physician of South 
Carolina. He is 44 years old, and has 
been in the service of the Episcopal 
church for the past 19 years. 

He was born at Sumter, 8. C., in Au- 
gust, 1873, and comes of a family which 
had been prominent in the Palmetto 
State since 1682, when his forefath®@rs 
came over with Lord Cardross and set- 
tled on the South Carolina coast. Since 
that time the Mikell family have been 
planters throughout the state. 

Dr. Mikell’s father was a captain in 
the civil war, and was the man to whom 
Major Huguenin entrusted the old flags 
of Fort Sumter when at,the end of the 
famous “sixty-day ombardment,”’

though the fort was surrendered, the 
two confederate flags were hidden away 
and new ones. given up in their places. 
Captain Mikel] took charge of them and 
kept them until many years after the 
war, when he gave one of them to Ma- 
jor Huguenin and restored the other to 
a regiment of South Carolina infantry 
which originally owned it. 
Boyhood Spent in Sumter. 

Dr. Mikell’s boyhood was spent in 
Sumter, and from there he went to 
Sewanee, Tenn., where he had won a 
scholarship at the University of the 
South. Here he received his theological 
training, taking the degrees of M. A., 
B.D. and D. D. He led his classes upon 
attaining the M. A. and B. D. degrees, 
and the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was afterwards bestowed upon him as 
an honor by the university. 

Upon his graduation he was offered 
the position of assistant to the rector 
of the Church of the Holy Community, 
of Charleston, which he accepted. Soon 
afterward he was made rector of this 
church, which position he held for ten 
years. While he was in Charleston he 
was also in charge of the Porter Mili- 
tary academy, which is recognized as 
one of the strongest military institu- 
tions in the country. 

Hig next step was the acceptance of 
the call to Christ church, of Nashville, 
and he has remained in that position for 
the past nine years. In Neshville he 
has been tn close touch with community 
life, and is known and loved by every 
class of people in the city, as was evi- 
denoced by their unusual protest against 
his leaving when called to a more prom- 
inent-church,
